Secretary of Navy Knox, Secretary 
of Labor Perkins, War Production 
Board Chairman Donald Nelson, 
Maritime Commission chairman 
Emory S. Land, Assistant Secre- 
tary of War John McCloy, and the 
three members of the national 
labor relations board. 


Green said the measure was 
“fascist legislation” and de- 
clared that its provisions “do 
not add up to a just and equit- 
able law.” He said that “they 
constitute a club—a vengeful 
weapen aimed at all American 
workers in retaliation for the 
acts of a few.” 

“The American Federation of 
Labor hereby serves notice that it 
will combat with equal determina- 
tion the fascists in our own coun- 
try who are trying to take advan- 
tage of the war emergency to en- 
slave and stultify free American

GREEN REAFFIRMS LABOR’S NO-STRIKE PLEDGE; 
CALLS ON CONGRESS TO DEFEAT CONNALLY BILL; 
MEANY DEMANDS ACTION TO ROLL BACK PRICES 


AFL SECRETARY-TREASURER 
URGES SUBSIDIES FOR LOWER 
PRICES IN RADIO BROADCAST 


AFL Secretary - Treasurer 
George Meany blasted the 
OPA’S futile and fumbling at- 
tempts to “hold the line” on 
food prices and demanded a 


sweeping government program to 
roll back the cost of basic necessi- 
ties to May, 1942, levels through a 
system of subsidies. 

In a nationally-broadcast address 
over “labor for victory,” Mr. Meany 
dismissed the tentative plans of 
OPA to provide food price subsi- 
dies of only $300,000,000 as “pea- 
nuts.” 


Citing the highlights of a 
survey in representative Amer- 
ican cities showing that prices 
of simple, ordinary items in the 
national diet have gone up 
from 50 to 216 per cent, Mr. 
Meany declared that “the ap- 
palling thing about these tre- 
mendous increases is that they 
have occurred under what has 
been described as a program of 
price control.” 

“We ask,” Mr. Meany continued, 
“that the retail price of every food 
staple—not just a handful of items, 
but every item that ranks as a 
necessity—be rolled back to what- 
ever the retail price was on May 
15, 1942. If in the case of a par- 
ticular food item this means a roll- 
back of 25 per cent, then that is 
what we want—a rollback of 25 per 
cent on that item. If in the case of 
another item this means a rollback 


per cent. 

“In this connection, may I point 
out that we do not want the farm- 
er to suffer, we do not want any 
squeeze placed on the distiibutor or 
the retailer. We are asking for 
justice for the consumers of the 
nation and we believe equally in 
justice for everyone else. 

“To roll food prices back to the 
levels of May 15, 1942, will require 
the employment of subsidies. 

“In yesterday’s newspapers, we 
read that the sum of $300,000,000 is 
to be made available for such sub- 
sidies. Three hundred million dol- 
lars for the all-important purpose 
of enabling the common people of 
America to buy the food which they 
must put on their tables!

DEFEAT THE CONNALLY BILL! 


AFL President William Green, in a letter to all members of 
the house of representatives, urged defeat of the Connally anti- 
strike bill adopted by the senate. 

Mr. Green charged that the bill would victimize the 98 per 


cent of American workers who have abided faithfully by labor’s 
no-strike pledge and whose sustained production efforts have made 
victory possible. 

He alleged that the Connally bill ‘was conceived by those who are 
fundamentally opposed to labor” and passed “at a period when the 
minds of the members of the United States senate were aroused and in- 
flamed because of a threatened coal strike.” 

Mr. Green declared that the six million members of the American 
Federation of Labor are determined to continue to live up to the no- 
strike pledge and added: 

“I protest against these splendid workers being made the victims 
of feeling and passion created by an incident over which they had 
no control and in which they were‘in no way involved.” 

While the members of the AFL voluntarily have laid aside the strike 
weapon for the duration of the war, “they will oppose with all the power 
at their command any attempt to compel them to do so,” Mr. Green 
warned. He charged that an anti-strike law would reduce workers to 
a “condition of involuntary servitude.” 

“It is no answer to say that the right to strike is taken away (in the 
Connally bill) only in industries which have been taken over by the 
government. This amounts to a difference in degree only and not in 
substance.” 

Going beyond outlawing of strikes, the Connally bill “revives the 
vicious law of conspiracy” under which two or more persons are for- 
bidden to exercise the lega) rights of an individual, Mr. Green declared | 


punishable by a year’s imprisonment or a heavy fine to “instigate or | 
induce” any interference or interruption of the operations of a plant | 
taken over by the government. 

“What just protest against into'erable conditions, voiced by one

Under subsection 2 (a) of section 4 of the Connally bill, Mr. Green | 
said, national unions could maintain ordinary correspondence and deal- 
ings with affiliated local unions only at the peril of being held criminally 
responsible for contributing toward an interruption “by giving direction 
or guidance or providing funds.” 

Mr. Green emphasized that the president already possesses and 
has exercised authority to take over on behalf of the government 
plants threatened with interruption of production and therefore de- 

| ¢lared similar provisions in the Connally bill are unnecessary. 

He also protested that section 6, which provides that decisions of the

Earned Vacations Must 
Be Paid, Says Commission 


Destruction by fire of a San 
Francisco laundry last March 
left in the smoldering ruins an 


commissioner, solved for the em- 
ployer and 37 former employes. 
Under the contract between the 
Splendid laundry and two unions 
representing its workers, each em- 
ploye was entitled to a week’s va- 
cation with pay after twelve 
months of continuous service, at a 
time to be designated by the em- 
ployer during the season from May 
1 to October 1. The laundry was 
completely razed in March, and its 
employes found jobs with other 
employers. 
_ Were they entitled to a 
week's pay instead of their va- 
cation? If so, must they walt 
until May 1 or even to Oc- 
tober 1?

But we don’t want it!

We buy war bonds because we want to, not because some pretty 
face asks us to do it.

Production Losses 
From Absenteeism 
Can Be Cut 


Three hundred million man-days 
a year are lost because of illness 
among workers, declares an edit- 
orial in the May issue of a leading 
medical magazine. In the crucial 
aircraft industry 74 per cent of ab- 
senteeism is due to sickness, ac- 
cording to a study made by the 
aircraft war production council on 
the west coast. 

American industry could save 

20 per cent of this tremendous 

loss of working time by arrang- 

ing for workers to receive ade- 
quate medical care and proper 
nutrition, states Mr. Michael 

M. Davis, editor of the maga- 

zine, This 20 per cent saving 

would equal the addition of 

200,000 full-time workers to in- 

dustry. 

“Industry, labor union, and gov- 
ernment must act,” continued Dr. 
Davis. “Non-industrial illnesses ac- 
count for nine times as much lost 
working time as to those of indus- 
trial origin. Therefore, home ill- 
nesses should be tackled with 
greater vigor by those supervising 
war production since industrial 
sickness is already largely under 
control.”

Protect Service 


Dependency Checks; PRICE CONTROL POLICY | 


From Theft, Secret 
Service Urges 


Reports that many service de- 
pendency allotment checks are be- 
ing stolen from porches, mail boxes 
or other places, and then forged, 
have prompted the United States 
secret service to intensify its na- 
tion-wide educational, program to 
safeguard the interests of depen- 
dents and others who regularly re- 
ceive goternment checks. 

The following procedure is 
urged by secret service to help 
stop thieves and forgers: 

1. Be sure some member of the 
family is at home when the checks 
are due to be delivered. 

2. All mail boxes should be equip- 
ped with a lock, and the indivi- 
dual’s name should be printed 
clearly on the outside of the box. 

3. Checks should be cashed in 
the same place each month, thus 
making identification easier. 

4. Checks should not be endorsed 
until you are in the presence of the 
person you will ask to cash it.
